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1 . Claims 29-41 are pending. 

2. Applicant's election of Group I, claims 29-30 and 34-38 in the reply filed on 5-3-04 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims 31-33 and 39-41 are withdrawn fi'om further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 5-3-04. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 29-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent No. 
4,965,199. 

The '199 patent teaches a pharmaceutical composition comprising Factor VIII. The 
claimed invention recites comprising language which reads upon the full length Factor VIII 
molecule. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 


6. Claims 34-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 34 applicant recites sequence C of Factor VIII. It is unknown what is meant by 
this term. If applicant wishes to recited Domain C of Factor VIII, Applicant is requested to 
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amend said claim with the amino acid residues of SEQ ID NO. 49 so a proper search can be 
conducted. 

In claim 35, subsection h), epitopes (a) trough (i) are referenced to, when the claim is 
only upto letter (h), in subsection m), the subsection recites the epitope of (m). Clarification is 
required.
